Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: After reviewing the proposed amendment, in order to expedite 
prosecution and aid Applicants in determining how to procede, the Examiner provided her position that the proposed 
amendment would not overcome all prior art of record. The Examiner directed Applicants' attention to paragraph 14 of 
the prior Office action, which cited other prior art of record (Garrison) that shows a filter with only one inductor directly 
connected to an input and an output terminal and with acoustic resonators in the parallel arms, as in the proposed 
amendment to claim 28, and paragraph 14 also lists a reference teaching that a one-stage band elimination filter is an 
obvious variation of a multi-stage band elimination filter, wherein how many filter stages are needed is dependent upon 
the desired filter characteristics for each individual application. It was also discussed how inserting the term "directly" 
before connected is considered to have specific meaning in that if the inductor is "directly connect" to the input/output 
terminal, then the Examiner considers this to mean that there can not be any intervening circuit element between the 
inductor and the input/output terminal, whereas an inductor just "connected" to the input/output terminal may be 
connected thereto via another circuit or element. 
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
